A General Letter to the Community of 
Xarberth, Pa. 

The great importance of physical 
training to the school children of 
this community, yes, to the race it- 
self, must be apparent to everyone, 
especially when we realize that the 
boys and girls of to-day will be the 
men and women of to-morrow, -who 
will build our homes, make our laws 
and conduct our affairs. Now, should 
we now give these future men and 
women every opportunity to develop 
not only their mental but also their 
physical powers, so that they may 
reach that ideal state, "A sound mind 
in a sound body?" 

We must realize that education to- 
day no longer means the mere train- 
ing of the mental faculties, but that 
it means the production of the finest 
specimens of manhood and woman- 
hood possible, and for this reason 
have the modern educators advocated 
adding "physical training and play" 
to the school curriculum and to the 
community at large.
